marking his vole. Under Ihe new law each'of Ihe new booths 
is lo have three sides enclosed, and Ihe frunl to be protected 
by a door swinging outward, or by a curtain. l:ach side of 
Hie boolh must be at leasl six feel high, and the door or curium 
musl extend to within two feel of Ihe Hour, The door must 
be closed or Ihe cnrlain drawn while Ihe voter is.preparing his 
ballol. The acl further prescribes thai Ihe booths musl be well 
lighted, Ibat they musl be al leasl three feel square and thai 
'Ihe shelf musl be al leasl IS inches wide and al a convenient 
height for writing.
